Claxtun of the bureau of education says 
that ilrs. Uora Wilson Stewart, super- 
intendent of education in Kowan county, 
Kentucky, has found n way to do away 
with the deadly feuds of the southern 
mountains nnd wipe out illiteracy in 
her county within the present year. 


In "moonlight schools'" Mrs. Stewart 


has taught more than 1,000 illiterate, 
adults to read and write inside of two 
years. Every school in the county con- 
ducts a "moonlight session" every moon- 
lit night of the year barring Sundays. 
Twelve hundred persons attended the 
schools the first night they opened. The 
oldest pupil in America, a woman of 
eighty-six, was among the first night 
pupils. One "moonlight class" number- 
ing twelve was composed of persons all 
pnst fifty. Four entire families were in 
the school—the children during the day 
and the parents in the evening. 


"Results Marvelous." 


"The results of Mrs. Stewart's experi- 


ment 
are marvelous," said Mr. Clax- 


ton. 
"Having studied carefully the con- 


ditions of the county, she decided to 
open night schools for luhilts on moon- 
light night in the public school houses 
of tho county. 
f>hi' outlined her plans 


to her teachers anil called for volun- 
teers. 
Evf-iy teacher in the county re- 


sponded. 
On Labor day of 1911 these 


teachers visited the homes of the peo- 


ple, 
explained their plan and announced 


that schools would be opened the next 
evening, September 4. More than 1,200 
men and 
women 
from 
eighteen to 


eighty-six years old were enrolled the 
first night. 
They came trooping or«r 


the hills and out of the coves, some to 
add to their meagre learning and oth- 
ers to take their first lessons in read- 
ing and writing. Among the pupils were 
illiterate tanners, 
merchants, lumber- 


men nnd ministers :uid their wives and 
daughters. 
Mothers bent with age came 


that they might learn to read the let- 
ters from their sons and daughters who 
were away from home. 


"By ihe fall of U'12 the mox-cment in- 


augurated by Mrs. Stewart spread to 
eight or ten other counties, while the 
enrollment of adults in Rowan increased 
to 1,800. 
One man. aged thirty, after 


four lessons in the evening school, wrote 
the superintendent a legible letter. An- 
other man. 
aged 
fifty, 
wrote 
after 


seven nights' attendance. 
A woman of 


seventy wrote a letter after eight nights' 
work. 


More Adults Than Children. 


"In soinn of the districts tho enroll- 


ment of adults exceeded the enrollment 
of children.. In two districts the enroll- 
ment ran as high as seventy, and in 
several 
to 
sixty-five. 
In one night 


school of 
sixty-Iiv«. 
enrolled twenty- 


three wen illiterates, and there 
were 


three prcicberB in the class. There was 
one woman of eighty-five and a man of 
eighty-seven. 


"Of the 1,600 adult pupils in the Row- 


an schools during the second term 300 
were unable to read and write nt all, 
300 were from those who had learned in 
September, mil. nnd 1.000 were men 
and women »f meagre education." 


Howan iMiinty has forty-five "moon- 


light schools." and in some instances 
four generations attend simultaneously. 
Grandparents study at the same desks 
at night Hint their grandchildren use 
during the day. 


In a statement to the bureau of edu- 


cation Mrs. Stewart said: 


"The mountain child, so long isolated 


and retarded, so long enslaved by pov- 
erty nnd •(jnornnce. so long imprisoned 
between 
high 
hills 
and 
bridgeless 


streams, has missed much in the march 
of civilization, but has preserved the 
purity of the Anglo-Saxon blood nnd 
has gathered strength to fit him for a 
development more rapid than the world 
has ever neeii. 
His intellect hns never 


been weakened b3' wines, alcohol or dis- 
sipating narcotics, his perception hna 
never b«cn dulled by the glare and rush 
of the moncy-mnd world, nnd his blood 
hns never been infused with the slug- 
gish, impure blood of alien races.'1 


Mr. Claxton hns started a campaign 


which, he hopes, will result in teaching 
the 3,000.000 or more adult illiterates in 
this country to read and write, if~not 
more. 


"To wait for a generation of illiterate 


men, 
women and children to die is n 


slow nnd 
painful 
process," snid ho. 


"That thiTC is a shorter way to the 
reduction and elimination of illiteracy 
has been 
proved 
by some European 


states nnd sporadic efforts in this coun- 
try Indicate that there is n better way 
here, to wit: To teach these grown-ups 
in schools organized especially for them 
to read and write nnd possibly some- 
thing more." 


Mrs. 
Stewart's work in Kentucky is 


::hnracteri/*d by Mr. Claxton as "one of 
the most notable recent attempts to ed 
ueate the grown-upa." 


The bureau of education is preparing 


to issue a bulletin on "Illiteracy in the 
United states and an Experiment for its 
Elimination."

Automobile owners will watch with especial, interest 


a case at Indianapolis which is expected to supply the 
first test of the stringent anti-joy riding law passed by 
the recent legislature. Arrest has been made of four per- 
sons who were in an automobile which came to grief dur- 
ing a wild tour of the city at night after the machine had 
ibeen stolen from the garage for the express purpose of in- 
dulging in the form of dissipation so happily described by 
ithe expressive phrase, the "joy ride." 


In Fort Wayne alone there have been scores of cases 


5n which an irresponsible chauffeur has "borrowed" his 
employer's car, loaded it up with a more or less mixed as- 
sortment of friends and invested the commissary depart- 
ment with drinkables sufficient to lend tho desired sort 
'of eclat to the occasion and then proceeded to peril not 
Only their own lives but those of others who chanced to be 
upon the streets. Almost invariably there is an accident, 
"With attendant personal injuries to one or morn of the joy- 
riders, to say nothing of the wreckage of the auto. In- 
stantly there is the most adroit and insistent effort at 
secrecy. The injured are whisked away as quickly as pos- 
sible, and those who may be in possession of the facts arr 
importuned to protect the names of participants in the, 
'disgraceful affair under a solicitude wholly absent when 
the orgie is undertaken. 


Regardless of the fact that occasionally the reckless 


tactics of the automobile driver put him quite outside the 
pale of sympathy, the owner of the car is at least entitled 
to protection against the joy-rider, and the new law pro-1 
Tides that the driver and ail those riding with him with I 
the knowledge that he is in questionable possession of tin- i 
•machine are equally guilty, and a prison sentence of from 
ten days to six months is mandatory in addition to the fine 
in the ease.

remarkably free from railroad accidents 
entailing death or injury. 
Moat of the 


•wreck* reported alnce the distressing 
ones of last fall have involved freight 
trains. Passenger trains have been op- 
erated with a greater degree of safety. 
This i» undoubtedly duo to the. extra- 
orinary effort put fonvar nftcr certain 
eastern wrecks to improve, the service. 
The "safety movement" haa been talked 
of for a number of years, but it ia only 
recently that it has actually made, prog- 
TC*«. The public service commission for 
the second district of New York says 
in its annual report; 
"No permanent 


safety can be expected in railway op- 
eration except through the appreciation 
by all employes—not only those directly 
involved in train service, but thosa who 
maintain locomotives, track: and sis- 
nils—of the importance of their duticj, 
•nd tbo need of oareful attention to 
tv».rj detail of thair work."

Rea- 
sonable care on the. part of the manage- 
ment to see that equipmunt ia up to the 
standard, reasonable care on the part 
of the men to gee that their duties are 
fully done—such

elimination of the majority of prevent- 
able accidents. 


A sense of individual responsibility is 


needed in every task. 
Railroad man- 


agers can not make careful, trustworthy 
men out of he-Jless ones, but they can 
hold v!i;:ir •n-.sied employes rigidly to a 
slanting of reasonable care. With this 
thought ot care in operation, dispatch 
and conduct 
ever 
uppermost in the 


minds of officials and employes much 
of the distiess—and incidentally a great 
denl of the financial loss—attendant on 
wrecks can he avoided.

was famine in the land of Egypt and 
the storehouses of Joseph flad become 
tho salvation of the people. The Nile, 
for ages immemorial a constant benedic- 
tion to the Egyptians, withdrew its 
blessings, and the whole valley became 
a waste ol drifting sand. 
The river 


itself was to tho ancients a constant 
miracle. Its origin remained a mystery 
until within our own times. 
As the 


waters swelled 
and 
overflowed their 


banks the nation associated this phe- 
nomenon with the planets and ascribed 
it to the world abore. That great moun- 
tain seas, with their tropicaj rains, were 
tho real cause of the overflow of tho 
Nile was something of which they had 
never drwmed. The cause of the fam- 
ine > lay not. in Egypt but in those far- 
off regions whose climatic conditions af- 
fected not only the land of Pharoah but 
the nations round about ns well. 


Rut the race is one, and a drought, in

But neco?sity admits of no choice, and 


tn Egypt the ten sons must go. The 
distance was about twelve days and the 
route no doubt the same over which 
Joseph had gone twenty years before. 
The journey was disciplinary. All jour 
neya are. 
We are ever being prepared, 


unconsciously to 
ourselves, 
for what 


awaits us nt the end. That the broth- 
ers should meet Joseph was not within 
the limits oi expectation. Whatever else 
might come, no such shadow could fall 
across their path. 


Their nist sight of Egypt was prob- 


ably at Pclusium, a city near the fron- 
tier. Here foreigners were detained be- 
fore they were allowed to enter the 
interior. The capital at that time was 
Zoan, or Tanis, some forty miles dis 
tant. There they would be met by an 
official who would determine whether 01 
not they were to bo admitted into the 
presence o; the governor.

ficiency. Similar defects may exist in 
a. boy's attention or memory, judgment 
or feeling, thought or imagination, sug- 
gestibility or emotion, and they may re- 
main just as undiscovered as the defect 
of color-blindness, which is character- 
istic of 4 per cent of the male popula- 
tion. All Mich deficiencies may be dan- 
gerous in particular calling*. But while 
the vocation of the ship officer is for-

examination, most 


other vocations are unguarded against 
the i ntran-;e of the mentally unfit in- 
dividuals." 


Scientific Management. 


Cnder the head of scientific manage- 


ment Pro). JluiiRterborg tells of the 
work carried out in a bicycle ball fac- 
torv. where 120 girls 'were inspecting 
the halls. 


"They had to place a row of small 


polished iiteel balls on the back of th« 
left hand mid while they were rolled 
>ver and over in the: cream? between two 
of the llngerr placed together they were 
minutely examined in a (strong light and 
the defective balls wore picked out with 
the aid of a magnet held in the right 
hand. 
The work required the closest 


attention and concentration. 
The girls 


tvcro working ten and a Imlf hours a 
day. 
Mr. Thompson aoon recognized 


that the quality most needed, besides 
nduranc-2 and 
industry, was a • quick 


power of perception, accompanied by 
(iiick responsive action. Jle knew that 
the psychological 
laboratory 
has de- 


veloped methi at. .'or a very exact meas- 
urement of tlie time needed to react on 
an impression with the quickest pos- 
sible movement: it is called the reaction 
time and is usually measured in thou- 
sandths of a Second. .He therefore con- 
sidered it advisable to measure the re- 
action time of the. girla and to eliminate 
from service all those who showed a 
relatively long time between the stim- 
ulus and reaction. 
This involved pay- 


ing off many of the most intelligent, 
hardest working and most trustworthy 
girls. Yet the effect was the possibility 


f shortening the hours and of reducing 


more and more the number of workers, 
with the iinal outcome that thirty-five 
girls did the work formerly done by 
one hundred and twenty, and that the 
accuracy of 
the " work at the higher 


speed was two-thirds greater than' at 
the former sl«w speed. 
This allowed 


almost a doubling of the Wages of the 
girls, in spite of their shorter working 
day, and at the same time a consider- 
able reduction in the cost of the work 
for the factory. 


"This excursion of an efficiency engi- 


neer into the psychological laboratory 
remained, however, an entirely excep- 
tional case. Moreover, such a reaction 
time measurement did not demand any 
special development of new methods or 
any particular mental analysis, and this 
exception thus confirms the. rule that 
the followers of scientific 
management 


principles have recognized the need of 
psychological inquiries but 
have not 


done anything worth mentioning to ap- 
ply the results of really scientific psy- 
chology."

in the last week or two so thoroughly rot- 
ted that they are perfectly worthless. Even 
those which looked good at the onion 
centers and wore shipped oiifto dealers 
have been found in very many Instances 
to b« so decayed that they were refused 
acceptance hy the consignee. Car losds 
of them have been received hero In Fort 
Wayne that were not worth 5 cents a 
bushel, local commission men say.

HEAVY LOSS BY THEFT. 


Car Robberies Cost More Than Natural 


Damages to Goods. 


To assist the 
railrnnd* to 
protect, 


interstate freight, shipments from theft, 
congress hns enacted a law making such 


theft an offense against the national 
government. 


For years railroads and shippers have 


suffered heavy losses from the theft of 
goods in transit. These losses in many 
cases amount to more than the claims 
pnicl by a railroad for goods damaged in 
train wrecks. On the Pennsylvania rail- 
road in 1PI2, claims to the extent of 
.«2S,!)08. due entirely to theft, were paid, 
while claims paid for goods damaged in 
wrecks amounted to only $10,000. 


Owing to the fact that trains run 


through many 
different counties and 


states, railroad authorities have hereto- 
fore found it very difficult to prosecute 
car and depot thieves because in such, 
prosecution it was necessary to estab- 
lish the Iciciitinn of the crime. 


Through the Carlin act. as the new 


law is called, these thieves must face 
prosecution in the federal court, either 
in the district where the theft occurred. 
... in the district where the thief is ap- 
prehended with the stolen goods. 
In 


other words, th" new law makes it pos- 
sible for railroads and the national gov- 
ernment 
effectively to 
expedite 
the 


prosecution of thieves who make a prac- 
tice of robbing freight cars and depots.

The wage commit- 
tee will not complete its report to the 
delegates until Saturday. 


In taking up the working conditions, 


the work of heater helpers was defined. 
It has been decided that when n. helper 
becomes competent he is to. receive -10 
per cent of the heater's salary, but he 
must be able to perform the duties of a 
heater. 
Beginners are to receive 2") per 


cent of a heater's salary. 


Foot rates relative to working con- 


ditions were before the convention for 
some time, but according to -Mr. Davis 
they are minor in detail and of interest 
to only those employed in the trade 
Mr. Davis also said that the new wage 
scale will be submitted to the manufac- 
turers within two weeks and is to be- 
come effective July 1. 


"In spite of the fact that the cost of 


living has noted a material increase, 
there has been no general increase in 
wages 
for our workmen." said Mr. 


Davis. "While I am not authorized to 
make public the terms of the new scale 
at this time, I can say that an increase 
will lie asked in almost every depart- 
ment."
